They 
mu st hu mo r leg islato rs and play o rg ani­ 
zatio nal po litics. Bu sinessmen g o as crazy 
in an env iro nment like this. Pu blic serv ­ 
ants wo uld g o crazy if they had to make 
machineg u n 
decisio ns 
o n 
their 
o wn 
respo nsibility . 


THE 88 bu sinessmen bo rro wed by the 
Rho des administratio n to stu dy state g o v ­ 
ernment hav e steered clear o f the idea 
o f ru nning g o v ernment like bu siness. In 
their final repo rt, dealing with central 
co ntro l o f g o v ernment fu nctio ns, they hav e 
reco mmended that the state g o v ernment 
be ru n like g o v ernment. 
There sho uld be a department o f ex ecu ­ 


tiv e affairs to handle “ inside” pro blems 
like the bu dg et, ex ecu tiv e planning , ad­ 
ministrativ e pro blems etc. — the imper­ 
so nal pro blems. 
Then, to deal with the public, there 
sho uld be an administrativ e department, 
handling serv ices, perso nnel, pu rchasing , 
public wo rks etc. — the hu man pro blems. 
Finally , a department o f financial af­ 
fairs wo uld co ncentrate o n acco u nting and 
rev enu e — the mo ney pro blems. 
This wo uld make g o v ernment mo re like 
g o v ernment, in the ju dg ment o f the “ Lit­ 
tle Ho o v er Co mmissio n,” finishing its stu ­ 
dy o f Ohio g o v ernment.

g u aranteed Hitler that he wo uld 
no t hav e to fig ht o n his eastern 
fro nt. 
He thereby was g iv en a free 
hand 
to 
make 
war 
ag ainst 
Britain 
and 
France. 
Finally , 
after the Nazis attacked Ru ssia 
and the United States entered 
the war in 1941, the military 
aid fro m this co u ntry was so 
decisiv e that witho ut it he Co m­ 
mu nist reg ime wo uld hav e been 
defeated. But no g ratitu de ev er 
was sho wn the United States 
and the recent incidents o n tfie 
Berlin au to bahn rev eal a crass 
indifference to the rig hts o f the 
Western Allies.

fired o n them. 
Mo re than a 
millio n perso ns, inclu ding Ko ­ 
reans, were killed o r wo unded 
o n the United Natio ns side in 
the Ko rean War. Yet the So v iet 
Unio n still is accepted as a 
member o f the Secu rity Co uncil 
o f the United Natio ns. 
To day 
the 
Mo sco w 
g o v ern­ 
ment is deeply inv o lv ed in fi­ 
nancing su bv ersiv e activ ities in 
all parts o f the wo rld, including 
the United States. Yet the 30h

Dear Folk s: I'd lik e to pass 
along a recipe for Old Fash­ 
ioned Southern Cornbread Tur­ 
k ey Dressing cook ed by a new 
method — on a cook ie sheet! 
I have used it for years and I 
have never found any better. 
It’s not really as complicated 
as it look s. And I found a short­ 
er method than grandmother 
used for one of the ingredients. 
I bak e canned biscuits! Can’t 
tell 
the 
difference. 
I 
still 
mak e my own southern corn­ 
bread, but you can use any 
pack age mix . Cook both bis­ 
cuits and corn bread at the 
same time and toast that loaf 
of white bread while the oven 
is on. These all can be made 
a 
day ahead of time, or week s 
ahead and frozen. In fact, it’s 
easier on you, if the dressing 
is made ahead of time. 
The recipe: 
1 can biscuits 
1 pk g. of yellow cornbread 
1 large loaf of bread, toasted 
2 eggs (uncook ed) 
2 cups chopped celery 
lcup chopped celery 
1 cup chopped celery tops 
1 tablespoons sage (or more— 
to taste) 
1 tablespoon poultry season­ 
ings (or more—to taste) 
2 cups water 
1 cup turk ey drippings 
Salt and pepper (to taste). 


BAKE THE BISCUITS and 
cornbread, and toast the loaf of 
bread. Then break all toasted 
and cook ed breads into small 
pieces and put into a big pot. 
Set aside. 
Put all the remaining ingredi­ 
ents in a big saucepan ex cept 
the eggs. Let boil 10 minutes or 
until celery and onions are ten­ 
der. Pour this mix ture over the 
brok en bread ani toss. 
If it’s not as moist as you 
lik e, add more turk ey broth or 
a little water. 
Add uncook ed eggs and mix 
lightly again. (It is not neces­ 
sary to beat the eggs.) 
Place 
w a r m dressing 
on 
greased or foil 
lined cook ie 
sheet and cook at 300 deg. for 
at least 30 minutes. If you lik e 
it ex tremely 
moist, 
pile 
the 
dressing high. If you want drier 
dressing, spread it about two 
inches 
thick on your cook ie 
sheet. 
The new method for cook ing 
dressing on a cook ie sheet and 
not in the cavity of the bird is 
good for many reasons. The 
turk ey can be easily sliced for 
freezing or sandwiches and it 
will have no sage flavor. 
Government bulletins also say 


there is a danger of bacteria 
in the bod.y cavity of a stuffed 
turk ey after it has been k ept a 
few days. 
This method also k eeps your 
dressing from being “soggy” 
which it usually is when cook ed 
five hours in 
a 
bird. 
When 
cook ed on a cook ie sheet it will 
be tender and crisp.

Sev eral steps were discussed 
relating to economic cutback 
as a result of the defeat of the 
school operating lev y in the 
Nov . 5 election when Beav er 
Local Board of Education met 
Monday in special session. 
The board went on rf/?ord as 
approv ing 
the 
elimination of 
one maintenance man from the 
staff and approv ing the elimin­ 
ating of all substitute teachers, 
wherev er possible. 
Tak en under adv isement were 
the following: 
1. Elimination of all co-cur- 
ricular bus trips, except ath­ 
letics, for the rest of the year 
2. Closing down of the build­ 
ing at 5:30 p.m. daily, except 
for athletic ev ents. 
3 . After Dec. 1, accepting a 
fee of $35 from any groups 
holding specific activ ities in the 
gymnasium. 
The board has also authorized 
a complete study by committees 
set up by Jack Pozenel, board 
resident, 
and 
composed 
of 
board members of the following 
issues: 
1. A sudy to determine where 
the number of teachers, if any, 
can be cut back . The district is 
now operating 1.7 teachers out­ 
side the foundation allowance. 
2 
A complete study of the 
total transportation structure. 
Bginning Dec. 
1 
an attempt 
will be made to put into opera­ 
tion the elimination of the 2:30 
p.m. dismissal 
in the lower 
grade buildings. The extension 
is not anticipated to be more 
than 30 minutes, at the longest. 
High school and grade school 
principals 
are 
now 
studying 
their 
time 
schedules 
to de­ 
termine the most effectiv e me­ 
thod of hav ing all schools dis­ 
missed at the same time daily 
Howev er, this would not affect 
the academic schedule, which 
would hav e exactly the same 
number of minutes as it has 
at present. 
3. A study of all accounts, to 
see what can be done about 
cutting them. 
4. A study of the entire sports 
program to see what can be 
cut back . 
In answer to a question, Poz­ 
enel made it quite clear that 
the cutback under discussion is 
in no way a method of spite 
against the v oters but that it is 
an 
economic 
measure which 
must be tak en. 
He explained that the board 
has just so many dollars with 
which 
to 
operate 
and 
that 
it must hav e a budget set up 
accordingly. Pozenel explained 
that there will be a preference 
shown to the academic pro­ 
gram and that it will be the last 
area in which cutback s occur, 
if necessary at all. 
Next board meeting is Dec. 9.
